Act Explained 
’ By Government 


Many questions have come to 
the Recorder office in regard to 


the National Housing Act. 
After consulting authorities and 
receiving information upon the 
Bubject, it was deemed advisable 
to place before our readers such 
information in the form of a ques- 
tion and answer list which had 


been previously prepared by the | 


government. 

Q. What is the Housing Ad- 
ministration program? : 

A. Government aid to modern- 
ize and repair homes, to stimulate 
building trades and heavy indus- 
tries—to loosen private capital. 

Q. How will it operate? 

A. By modernizing 16,500,000 
homes and buildings now in need 
of repair, will give work, aid steel, 
lumber, hardware, cement, copper, 
brick, machinery and other indus- 
tries. Later, through mortgages, 
will enable private capital to 
make insured loans for new con- 
struction and refinance existing 
mortgages. 

Q. .Who is eligible 

A. “Any property 


for loans? 
owner, indi- 


vidual, partnership, or corpora- 
tion with a regular income from 
salary, commission or other as- 


sured source.’”’ Loans will be made 
largely on “character” basis with- 
out co-makers or indorsers. 

Q. How much can _ be 
rowed? 

A. From $100 to $2,000, de- 
pending on the income. 

Q. Where can the money be 
borrowed ? 

A. From any national, state or 
industrial bank, trust or finance 
companies approved by the Hous- 
ing Administration. 

Q. What kind of property is el- 
igible for loans? 

A. One and two-family resi- 
dences, apartment buildings, 
stores, office buildings, factories, 
warehouses and farm buildings. 

Q. What security is necessary? 

A. Income of the signers of 
note must be five times the an- 
nual payments. Mortgages, if any, 
must be in good order and no past 
due liens. Assurance must be 
given that money will be used 
only for improvement. Good com- 
munity reputation is necessary. 

Q. Is a mortgage necessary ? 

_A. No, only the promissory 
note. Insurance by the govern- 
ment provided in the Housing Bill 
makes them unnecessary. 

Q. What signatures are neces- 
sary? 

A. Only that of the property 
owner, and wife or husband, if 
married, except in special cases. 

Q. How long can be taken to 
repay ? 

A. From one to three years. 
(Three to five year notes may be 
made with special arrangements.) 

Q. How are payments to be 
made?

Q. Will capital benefit? 

A. Is expected to thaw the now 
frozen mortgage and real estate 
capital, through government in- 
surance against loss. 

The chief difficulty of the in- 
quiring public seems to be in un- 


A. Regular monthly (or season- I derstanding the rule against loans 


al) payments. Prepayments, and 
more than required payments can 
be made. 

Q. Where? 

A. At the place of business with 
whom the loan has been made. 
NOT to any government office. 

Q. What governs loans? 

A. The local institution. The 
loans are primarily local with pri- 
vate capital. The government only 
acts as an agent to protect the 
banks against loss. 

_Q. What does this credit cost? 

A. Interest and (or) discount 
may not be more than $5 per 
year per $100. 

Q. Can present mortgages be 
refinanced ? 

A. Yes, administration expects 
to be ready on this phase by Oc- 
tober 1 at latest. 

Q. Will labor benefit? 

A. Direct and indirect benefit 
to 5,000,000 wage earners is ex- 
pected to be felt soon, not only in 
actual repair and construction, 
but in allied industries. Act has 


on “movable” property. Although 
a house is being moved from one 
lot to another, it is still consid- 
ered permanent, and money may 
be borrowed to have it moved. 

Another question frequently 
asked officials # whether part of 
the modernization loan may be 
used to pay taxes. The answer is 
definitely ‘‘no,” every dollar must 
be used for payment of improve- 
ments of real property.. A com- 
panion question to this is whether 
people owing tax money can ob- 
tain a modernizing loan. The an- 
swer to this is up to the lending 
institution. 

In many instances the only way 
to get a final 6: swer is to apply 
for a modernization loan and let 
the lending institution decide. 
These institutions are authorized 
to make the loan at their discre- 
tion, within the liberal regulations 
made by the F. H. A. and they 
are never under the least com- 
punction. to make loans against 
their judgment.

San Jose State Favored 
To Beat Cal. Aggies 


San Jose, Oct. 18—_-No favor did 
the timer at last Saturday’s San 
Jose State-Chico State game do 
the Far Western Conference, 

Said timer fired the final gun 
with the San Jose Spartans, 
touchdown bent, on Chico’s one- 
yard line—leaving the score tied 
at six points all, and the confer- 
ence tied four ways. 

Saturday the situation will take 
care of itself—at least in part— 
when the Spartans play the Cali- 
fornia Aggies at Davis. The Ag- 
gies are one of the teams in the 
four-way deadlock—and one of 
the toughest squads in the con- 
ference to beat. Their greatest 
achievement to date was the hold- 
ag of powerful Nevada, the out- 

it that beat St. Mary's, to a 
nothing to nothing tie. 

The outcome of Saturday's con- 
test will do much to determine 
who will stand where on the con- 
ference ladder when the work’s 
all done this fall. 

For the first time since the 
season opened Coach Dudley De- 
Groot of San Jose will send a 
whole squad onto the field. At one 
time injuires benched 11 of his 
players, while in no game of the 
four played thus far has he been 
able to present his strongest 
team. 

So many of his ends were in- 
jured two weeks ago that he was 
forced to shift tackles to the end 
positions. 

Most important of the return- 
ing cripples is Jim Stockdale, 
speedy triple-threat back, whose 
presence in the line-up adds that 
certain» something which makes 
the Spartans go. Despite his 
broken hand, Stockdale was sent 
into the San Jose backfield in the 
closing moments of the Chico 
game-—and was the spark in the 
last-minute drive that the gun 
ended just a few inches short of 
the goal line. 

In those few minutes the flashy 
back intercepted a forward pass, 
though one hand was bandaged 
until it resembled a hall, and he 
ran for long gains over tackle 
and around end, His return to the 
regular line-up should boom the 
Spartan squad. 

Other players who have been 
injured during the last two or 
three weeks, but will be back 
in the game at Davis, are Charlie 
Baracchi, Dick Johnson, Joe Lan- 
tagne, Horace Laughlin, ends; 
John Lee and Si Simoni, tackles; 
Don Pors and George Cannell, 
guards; and Freddy Bennett, 
halfback.

Unique:Photography Museum 
Installed At San Jose State 


As a result of one man’s in- 
tense interest in photograpny, and 
his dream of creating a museum 
of camera recordings, San Jose 
State College has in its library a 
collection of 2,000 pictures cover- 
ing the subjects of astronomy, the 
animal kingdom, and the history 
of flight. Other photographs in- 
cluded in the collection are of art 
and archeology, from the Egyp- 
tian to the Gothic period. 

Returning with 10,000 nega- 
tives after a three month’s stay in 
Italy, Mr. George Stone, San Jose 
State College photography  in- 
structor, developed 3,000 of his 
pictures and pasted them on 
cards. These he has loaned to the 
college library, which, because of 
limited space, has been able to 
house only 2,000. 

This collection is the beginning 
of an enterprise that failed, ac- 
cording to Mr. Stone.

Stone realized that there would 
have to be a factory where every- 
thing was made and prepared, 
and also an operating museum. 
This involved much expense, and 
the value of a photo, he explained, 
is limited. 

“When applied to education”, 
Mr. Stone explained, ‘‘the photo- 
graph has a very limited service, 
because of the very fact that it 


is so highly specific, and tells 
about only one thing.” 

“Therefore, one must have an 
enormous collection—about 
everything from art to zoology, 
and that’s covering quite a field. 
I made an estimate, and found 


that 8,000 to 10,000 subjects have 
to be included, with 7,000,000 to 
100,000,000 negatives.” 

According to Mr. Stone, the 
very specific nature of photo- 
graphs is also a disturbing factor
